Stolen— Few of 100 
Persons in One Store 
Realize Robbery Is 


in Progress. 


Three East Side supermarkets 
were robbed of a total of $14,330 
by armed men in holdups yes- 
terday. There were about 100 
customers in one of the stores, 
but few of them realized that a 
holdup was in progress. 

The largest amount, $8500, was 
taken in a well-timed robbery at 
a National Food Store at 1919 
State street in East St. Louis at 
the noon hour. The cash had 
been delivered by armored 
truck guards, who placed it in 
the manager’s office and left. 

When Robert Doussard, the 
manager, entered the office a 
few minutes later, an armed 
man followed him. The robber 
ordered Doussard and Miss 
Jeanette Rice, a cashier, to face 
the wall. 

Tue man picked up two can- 
vas bags containing the money 
and fled. He was joined at the 
door by a second man, who had 
served as lookout. Customers 
and clerks were unaware that 
there had been a robbery. 

Another Market Holdup. 

More than 100 customers were 
in Pochek’s Market, 4108 _Bunk- 
um road, northeast of St. Louis, 
when three men wearing dark 
glasses and sweat shirts entered 
the store at 2:15. 

Two of the men, armed with 
revolvers, stood near the en- 
trance while the third, also 
armed, entered an office and held 
up Mrs. Thelma Rule, a cashier, 
and Ronald. Forehand, a clerk. 

The robber produced a screw- 
driver and pried open two cash 
drawers, He also stole the con- 
tents of a safe atid a cash Treg" 
ister, a total of $4000. The men 
fled with a fourth man in an 
automobile that went east on 
Bunkum road.

FOWL TREATED 
WITH HORMONE 


Agriculture Dept. Will 
Pay Prices Based on 
Market Levels Be.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP) 


The Department of Agriculture 


will buy all stilbestrol-treated 
poultry from producers at prices 
based on market levels before 
Dec. 10. 


That was the day—Thursday— 
that Secretary.of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Arthur S. 
Flemming announced a volun- 
tary. withdrawal of. these fow] 
from the market because stilbes- 
trol had been found to cause 
cancer in test animals, and pos- 
sibly in humans. 


Less than 1 per cent of the 
nation’s poultry has been treated 
with the hormone, and these are 
premium-priced birds called 
“caponettes.”” Howevér, not all 
caporettes have had stilbestrol. 
The Agriculture Department 
was asked yesterday what it 
would do with the poultry it 
purchased. A spokesman replied, 
“We will decide that later. Our 
obligation right now is to pro- 
tect producers.” 


Poultry processors, whole- 
salers and retailers may offer 
supplies of _ stilbestrol-treated 
fowl to the department after they 
are processed to meet purchase 
specifications. Proof of the cost 
of the birds must be supplied. 

Officials said they had no idea 
how many treated fowl would 
be offered or what the total cost 
to the Agriculture Department 
would be. 


Acting Secretary of Agriculture 
True D. Morse of St. Louis said 
regular broilers, fryers, roasters 
and capons are not involved in 
the bar. Only the premium-priced 
caponettes, easily identified by 
label, are being withdrawn. 

“Capons should not be con- 
fused with caponettes,” Morse 
said. Capons are surgically un- 
sexed birds which have not been 
treated with stilbestrol. Capon- 
ettes were treated with it to give 
them similar characteristics.”

The United States is going to have a new 
chance, in the spring, to pull success from 
last year’s failure to help the nations of the 
world agree to a uniform limit on their terri- 
torial waters and on the belt of' ocean to 
which they claim exclusive fishing rights. 

At the call of the United Nations, a second 
Conference on the law of the Sea will convene 
at Geneva March 17. So the United States 
has some like three months in which to 
put its house in order and speak from a posi- 
tion of strength-when the nations gather. 

This country 4 well enough why it 
could not command enough support to put its 
proposals across “at the sea-law parley last 
spring. Its own delegation chairman, Arthur 
H. Dean, has spelled out the reasons.

We lost the support of other nations, said 
Mr. Dean, because of distress in many Latin 
American countries attributed to decline in 
exports of coffee, cotton, lead, zine and cop- 
per to the United States. 

We. lost support because of restrictions 
placed on ojl, affecting Canadian and Vene- 
zuelan imports, ‘and because of the threat of 
tariff restrictions ‘on importations of lead, 
- We lost support Because Canadians resented 
the United States’ wheat surplus sales and the 
refusal of United States corporations to allow 
their Canadian subsidiaries to accept orders 
from Communist China. 

We lost support because of our protective 
tariff policies on mineral and wool imports 
from Latin America. 

We lost support because other nations, par- 
ticularly. those to which the fishing industry 
is a vital part of export income or food sup- 
ply, or both, were not persuaded that the 
United States had their economic interests at 
heart. & 

Are we going to go into the second confer- 

ence any better equipped to carry the day? 

Or shall we go in with our position even weak- 

er than before because of the current revival 

of Buy-American sentiment in the Administra- 

tion and Congress?

The answers to these questions will be mo- 
mentous to our own country and to the 
world. Claims to a 12-mile belt of territorial 
waters by the Soviet Union and a growing 
number of other countries would, if generally 
applied, shrink the high seas by 3,000,000 
square miles. Together with claims of up to 
200 miles out of Chile, Peru, Ecuador and El 
Salvador, these developments have led to dis- 
putes over fishing waters between the United 
States and Mexico, Japan and Korea, Russia 
and Norway. England and Iceland, and many 
other countries — frequently with gunfire 
involved. 

Ag a peace-loving nation, the United States 
cannot but see the threat to peace in the 
growing disputes over fishing waters. As 
the second leading fishing nation, next only 
to Japan, the United States has a tremendous 
commercial interest at stake. 

In the coming three months, American pol- 
icy as it is enunciated and operated may pro- 
mote the success, as it may seal the failure, 
of the second Conference on the Law of the 
Sea, before the first gavel-fall. If we expect 
to command the necessary following, we are 
‘going to have to offer a leadership which the 
other nations can be convinced is as devoted 
to their economic health as to our own.

Information on China Needed 

The latest in the series of reports by the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund adds another voice 
to the growing demand for a further study 


of United States policy toward Communist 
China. 


The Rockefeller report regards admission 
to the U.N. and diplomatic recognition: as 
“somewhat technical questions” that do not» 


go to the heart of the problem. For at the ~ 
heart, the report states, “is the fanatical dedi« . 


cation of the Communist Chinese leaders ‘to 
the Communist faith and methods, their ap- 
parent determination to be an enemy to the 
United States and their aggressive tendencies 
as shown in Korea, Tibet, India and else- 
where.” What is now required of the United 
States, it is argued, “is a candid recognition 
of what Communist China is and where it is 
going.” 

We do not think that it is necessarily true, 
as the report states, that Red China would 
persist in regarding the United States as an 
enemy and would continue to follow an over- 
ly-aggressive policy whether or not it was in 
the U.N. and whether or not the United States 
accorded recognition. The advantage of ad- 
mitting the Chinese Communists to the U.N. 
would be the opportunity of bringing world 
opinion to bear on the Chinese., 

The Rockefeller report is eminently sound 
in urging public recognition of the facts of 
the China problem. No progress can be ex- 
pected without this. And the best way to 
begin is through the dissemination of accurate 
information. Thus the report states: “The 
need for complete knowledge of what is going 
on in China is so paramount that lesser in- 
terests or concerns should give way to insure 
full reporting by Americans on the spot.” 
There are no United States correspondents in 
Communist China. For some years the State 
Department would not permit them to go.,. 
Now Peiping will not admit them. 


It was a coincidence that the Rockefeller 
report was made public on the same day that 
the Supreme Court refused to interfere with 
the Administration’s bar on general travel to 
Red China. It is not necessary for the Gov- 
ernment to drop all travel restrictions. to 
China; it has cleared 31 reporters to enter, 
China if they can obtain visas. Perhaps the 
ice could be broken by a qualified offer of 
American visas to Chinese newsmen. 


An opening might present itself as a result 
of President Eisenhower's visit to India. It 
is clearly possible that the great welcome 
given by Indians to Mr. Eisenhower may af- 
fect Chinese policy toward the west, though 
in what way cannot be foretold. Our Gov- 
ernmeént, at any rate, should be alert for op- 
portunities to move. , 


Why Was This Case Dropped? 

Why did the County Council order County 
Counselor Gallagher to drop his plans for 
legal action to recover hunting and fishing 
license fees received by County Clerk Walsh 
and his predecessor?

Legislation, Research, Resource Planning, Tourists Can Help Provide Jobs for All 


Extracts from an Address 

By Gov. James T. Blair Jr. 

to Industrial Development

Why is Missouri so interested in in- 
dustrial development? To put it too 
simply, we cannot grow if we cannot 


‘find jobs for our people. 


One answer for increasing basic em- 
ployment for Missouri is to increase 
the amount tourists spend in Missouri. 
This year we estimate tourists spent 
$575,000,000. With increasing .develop- 
ment of tourist accommodations and 
facilities, communities can add to 
their economy. 

Another answer for increasing basic 
employment and one in which most 

of us are inter- 
ested is more in- 


The Mirror dustry. 
Not only does 
of the basic employ- 


ment increase, but 
also the tax base 
is made broader. 
It is pretty gener- 
ally true in a community that resi- 
dential tax revenues uphold less than 
their share of the burden, while com- 
mercial and industrial property yield 
a surplus. If you don’t work toward 
industtial development, the only alter- 
native is to continually raise the tax 
on residential property. Raising taxes 
is not a popular way out. 

In a way, the recent recession helped 
us.” Some manufacturers were hurt 
during that slump because they had 
allowed plant equipment to get behind 
the times. New locations in Missouri 
actually inereased during that year as 
manufacturers sought to improve their 
competitive position. 


Public Opinion 


I’ve been asked many times why Mis- 
souri doesn’t offer tax concessions to 
help lure new industry to our state. 
There are several reasons. 

In the first place, it isn’t fair, par- 
ticularly to the industry we already 
have. It isn’t logical to preach fair 
and non-discriminatory taxes out of 
one side of your mouth and offer un- 
fair tax advantage to one segment of 
industry. 

Suppose I told a shoe manufacturer, 
“You come into Missouri and you 
won't have to pay any taxes for 10 
years.” In the shoe business, that 
might be enough of a difference to put 
a dozen of our present shoe factories 
out of business trying to compete. 
And, after 10 years, do you think the 
new company would be willing to 
shoulder his own tax birden.. . plus 
the taxes of the next company that 
came in tax-free? No... he’d prob- 
ably move out to the next tax-free 
state. 

Which brings up my second reason. 
Companies that have to depend on 
artificial supports to stay in business 
are not good risks. And if they fold 
up or move out after a few years, 
they leave hundreds of employes with 
unpaid mortgages and a community 
in worse shape than they were before. 

And the third reason is that we’re 
not the type of state that has to offer 
a door prize to compete with our 
neighbors. Missouri is a product which 
will sell “‘like hot cakes’’ when our 
advantages are explained. 

There are a number of things which 
need to be done to improve this busi- 
ness climate of the state of Missouri 
and its communities. Now most of 
these I’m going to mention require 
legislation. 


More research is needed, including 
more basic research in our universi- 
ties. We also must become attractive 
to more research organizations. We 
have to compete with things like the 
Research Triangle Institute in North 
Carolina, which recently attracted the 
research arm of a company to part 
of 4000 acres it has available. Re- 
search is a 10-billion-dollar-a-year busi- 
ness and growing fast. 


Planning and zoning legislation 
needs to be expanded to include more 
counties and all towns, such as the 
zoning legislation which was recently 
passed. 


Insurance companies need to be al- 
lowed to invest in used industrial 
buildings. 

The »state’s resources need to be 
carefully protected and conserved. 
Some wood. prod- 
uct companies, for 
instance, have 
ruled out a few 
areas because of 
the burning and 
grazing practices 
in the timberlands 
there. 

And a complete 
study of labor 

“= "'" availability needs 
to be made, including wages, numbers 
presently employed on farms and in 


other fields which are available, and 
SO On. 


In the future, our picture looks 
pretty good. Already we have proved 
to be tremendously attractive to in- 
dustry, in the face of well-heeled oppo- 
sition. By continued efforts to improve 
our competitive position, we intend to 
increase our industrial expansion.

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NEHRU ALLEGES 
CHINA MISTREATS 
INDIAN PRISONERS

NEW DELHI, Dec. 12—Prime 
Minister Nehru told Parliament 
yesterday that the Chinese Com- 
munists treated Indian prisoners 
“very badly.’”’ In fact, he said, 
it was a grim story of bad treat- 
ment. 

Ten Indian policemen were 
captured by Chinese forces in a 
clash in Ladakh, in Kashmir 
state, on Oct. 21. Nine Indians 
were killed. 

After repeated demands from 
New Delhi the Chinese released 
the Indian. personnel three weeks 
later. 

Nehru said he had received a 
full report from Karam Singh, 
leader of the police party, who 
was one of the captives, but had 
had no time to read it. He 
promised a full statement Mon- 
day. 

However, he made it clear that 
Karam Singh’s version contra- 
dicted the reply received from 
Peiping a few days ago. Peiping 
said the prisoners were ‘‘treated 
well and generously.’ 

The Chinese reply was to a 
note sent by New Delhi earlier 
this month protesting against 
treatment of the prisoners. 


INITIAL JOBLESS PAY CLAIMS 
SHOW DECREASE IN WEEK 


Initial claims for unemploy- 
ment insurance totaled 2681 in 
the city and county for the week 
ended yesterday, Charles G. De- 
Largy, St. Louis area manager 
of the Missouri Division of Em- 
ployment Security, announced.

Mixed with accusations was a 
three-point proposal by Commu- 
nist China for a “change in the 
situation’”’ and for ‘“‘safeguard- 
ing friendly relations” between 
the two Asian nations.

HERTER SILENT 
ON TWINING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (UPI) 
—Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter, facing a new crisis in 
NATO, took off for Paris today 
for important conferences with 
Western leaders. 

Traveling with him in a Mili- 
tary Air Transport jet liner were 
Secretary of the Treasury Rob- 
ert B. Anderson and Secretary 
of Defense Thomas S. Gates Jr. 

Their big plane left Andrews 
Air Force Base in a drizzling 
rain at 8:23 a.m. 

They were accompanied by a 
party of top aids and policy ad- 
visers, including Foy D. Kohler, 
assistant secretary of state for 
European affairs, and Charles E. 
Bohlen, Herter’s new special ad- 
viser on Soviet relations. 

Herter departed without com- 
menting on the situation caused 
by Gen. Nathan Twining’s state- 
ment blaming France for a dan- 
gerous lag in NATO’s defense 
program. 

The secretary read a prepared 
statement before leaving. He 
said it was of “greatest import- 
ance” for the Western Allies to 
build up NATO. militarily. 

President Eisenhower, now on 
a good will swing through Asia, 
will join the delegation in Paris 
for the top-level talks with Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Macmillan 
and French President De Gaulle. 
Herter will meet Mr. Eisenhower 
Dec. 18 at Toulon. 

One of the key topics to be 
discussed at the NATO meeting 
will be ar United 
States proposal that this coun- 
try’s allies take over a bigger 
share of the cost of the alliance. 

Herter said the NATO min- 
isters would discuss the state of 
the alliance’s defense system and 
means of improving it. He said 
the Western officials also would 
discuss plans for the probable 
summit meeting with Russia 
next year.
